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NO  HEAD  START 
FOR  THE  OMI

Have  you  driven  by  the 
OMI  Head  Start  program  on 
Ocean  Avenue  (the  former 
“Gap”)  and  wondered  when 
Head  Start  is  going  to  open 
this  year?  The  answer  is,  it’s 
not  going  to  open  at  all  in  the 
OMI. 

What  is  Head  Start? 

Most  of  the  Head  Start  pro¬ 
grams  citywide  opened  six 
weeks  late  this  year,  on 
November  1,  due  to  some 
reorganization.  Head  Start  is 
an  educational  program  for 
children  ages  three  to  five 
from  low-income  families. 
Head  Start  is  more  than  just 
“day  care,”  but  working 
with  the  families,  provides 
the  children  with  the  ex¬ 
periences  they  need  to 
develop  a  positive  self- 
image,  to  learn  about  their 
own  and  other  cultures  and 
peoples,  and  to  acquire  basic 
skills  —  both  intellectual  and 
social.  Two  years  ago,  Head 
Start  began  the  active 
recruitment  of  handicapped 
children  as  part  of  its  pro¬ 
gram.  Although  Head  Start 
has  had  many  successes 
since  it  began  in  1965,  it  is 
still  considered  an  “ex¬ 
perimental”  program  and  is 
only  funded  on  a  year-to- 
year  basis  by  the  Federal 
Government. 


Why  no  Head  Start  in 
the  OMI  this  year? 

The  OMI  Head  Start 
center  (the  former  “Gap”) 
on  Ocean  Avenue  has  a  new 
owner  —  the  Voice  of 
Pentecost,  which  bought  the 
entire  block,  including  the  El 
Rey  Theater,  the  market 
next  door  and  the  “Gap.” 
They  have  plans  to  use  the 
Head  Start  space 
themselves.  Thomas 
Washington,  the  director  of 
Hunters  Point  Bay  View 
Head  Start  (which  includes 
the  OMI  center)  has  been 
trying  to  negotiate  for  an  ex¬ 
tension  on  the  lease  —  till 
August,  1978,  so  he  can  look 
for  a  new  permanent  site.  On 
November  7,  the  OMI-CA 
Board  of  Directors  sent  a  let¬ 
ter  requesting  that  Voice  of 
Pentecost  reconsider  and  ex¬ 
tend  the  lease  to  Head  Start. 

When  asked  by  OMI 
NEWS  if  Farragut  School 
could  be  a  possible  site, 
Washington  indicated  that 
he  was  familiar  with  Far¬ 
ragut  and  thought  it  would 
be  an  excellent  location  for 
Head  Start.  But  that  won’t 
solve  the  problem  for  this 
year.  If  you  want  to  see  a 
Head  Start  program  in  the 
OMI  community  this  year, 
write  Voice  of  Pentecost,  150 
Eureka,  SF  94114  and  let 
them  know.

Dolson  Promises 
To  Be  Available 


“What’s  good  for  this 
district  is  good  for  the  city; 
what’s  good  for  the  city  is 
good  for  this  district.” 

Such  words  are  not  exactly 
what  the  prime  movers 
behind  district  elections  of 
San  Francisco  supervisors 
dreamt  of  hearing  from  a 
1978  district  supervisor.  But 
such  are  the  words  of 
53-year-old  Lee  Stephen 
Dolson,  who  will  be  sworn  in 
January  9  as  the  supervisor 
of  District  9,  which  includes 
most  of  the  OMI. 

Dressed  in  a  dark  blue,

broidered  tie,  and  dark 
slacks,  Dolson  was  inter¬ 
viewed  in  his  office  at  City 
College  by  the  OMI  NEWS. 
Wearing  dark-rimmed 
glasses  and  with  his  full  head 
of  blond  hair  neatly  trimm¬ 
ed,  Dolson  gave  the  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  man  not  only  able  to 
take  the  political  heat,  but 
literally  wringing  his  hands 
waiting  to  get  into  action. 

Bringing  the  city  budget 
into  line,  reducing  crime, 
and  improving  public 
transportation  are  the  priori¬ 
ty  issues  for  Dolson.  As  for 
the  budget,  he  would  ideally 
like  the  board  to  have  the 
responsibility  of  planning 
the  budget,  which  would  be 
then  sent  to  the  mayor  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval.  In 
any  case,  the  fiscal  credibili¬ 
ty  of  the  city,  he  feels,  must 
be  maintained  if  the  city  is  to 
stay  afloat. 

“This  city  is  in  danger  of 
losing  its  status  in  this 
area,”  he  said.  “If  the  city 
were  to  lose  its  triple-A  bond 
rating,  the  taxpayers  would 
be  handed  an  uncons¬ 
cionable  burden. 


“The  average  person  in 
the  street  doesn’t  unders¬ 
tand  this  issue.  It  isn’t 
popular;  it’s  not  sexy.  Still, 
it’s  the  most  important  issue 
that  effects  the  city.” 

Dolson’s  comments  on 
other  subjects  were: 

•  Ocean  Avenue:  “I  am 
alarmed  at  the  commercial 
vacancy  rates  there.  I  think 
that  we  can  create  the  kind 
of  climate  that  can 
guarantee  a  business  a  pro¬ 
fit.” 

•  San  Francisco’s  future: 
“I’m  optimistic,  but  I  think 
there  must  be  a  real  change 
in  attitudes.  Much  of  the  pro¬ 
blem  is  caused  by  ‘give-up- 
itis.’  I’m  not  leaving  the  city 
and  I  don’t  encourage  others 
to  do  so.” 

•  Inner-city  jobs: 
“Business  people  will  move 
to  wherever  there  is  a 
surplus  of  people.  Education 
is  the  chief  problem  here. 
Kids  must  have  an  education 
that  is  appropriate  to  the 
jobs.”

PETITION  DRIVE  TO  SLOW 
TRAFFIC  ON  HOLLOWAY 


Have  you  been  on  the  Holloway  Avenue  speedway  lately?  If 
you  live  on  or  near  Holloway  Avenue  between  Junipero  Serra 
and  Capitol  Ave.  you  know  that  many  people  drive  as  if 
Holloway  were  a  speedway  instead  of  a  residential  street. 
Several  times  in  recent  years,  cars  have  ended  up  in  people’s 
yard  or  garages  —  at  Holloway  &  De  Soto,  Holloway  &  Fax¬ 
on,  and  Holloway  &  Jules  to  cite  a  few  examples.  Recently  a 
young  boy  was  hit  by  a  car  on  Holloway.  Although,  apparent¬ 
ly  it  was  the  boy’s  fault  because  he  had  darted  out  in  front  of 
the  car,  children  often  are  not  as  careful  as  they  should  be. 
This  could  have  been  a  tragedy  if  the  car  had  been  speeding 
as  cars  frequently  do  on  Holloway.  There  are  many  children 
playing  and  coming  and  going  on  Holloway  —  particularly 
from  Farragut  playground  and  from  St.  Emydius  School. 

One  Holloway  Avenue  resident  is  circulating  a  petition  re¬ 
questing  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  do  a  traffic 
study  to  determine  the  most  effective  way  to  slow  down  the 
traffic  through  added  stop  signs  or  “bumps.”  If  you  have  ad¬ 
ditional  information  or  can  help  in  any  way,  please  contact 
Pamela  Collett  334-5197  (eves.).

In  November,  Mayor 
Moscone  announced  the  ap¬

The 
Mayor’s  appointment  re¬ 
quires  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mrs.  Berk  has  been  active 
in  the  OMI-CA  since  its  in¬ 
ception  13  years  ago.  Her 
first  interest  was  education 
because  of  her  own  school- 
age  children.  She  was  the 
Secretary  of  the  OMI  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  for  several 
active  years,  during  which 
time  the  Committee  worked 
for  and  received  the  first 
Federal  grant  for  planning. 


Among  her  many  communi¬ 
ty  activities,  Mrs.  Berk  has 
been  President  of  the  Com¬ 
modore  Sloat  Mothers,  the 
Aptos  Junior  High  PTA,  and 
Lowell  High  School  PTA.  She 
has  also  been  the  President 
of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  of  San  Francisco. 
Mrs.  Berk  told  OMI  NEWS 
that  she  felt  her  experience 
with  the  League  would  prove 
to  be  most  helpful  in  her  new 
position  on  the  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Board,  because  the 
League  has  done  con¬ 
siderable  research  about 
overall  City  problems,  such 
as  housing,  employment, 
education,  and  environmen¬ 
tal  issues 

She  does  welcome  input 
from  the  community  about 
the  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  its  work.

The  Neighborhood  » 
Drops  In  Here

At  three  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  the  rush  and  ten¬ 
sions  of  their  day  begin  to 
ease  for  the  Familia  Zor- 
rozua  at  Barney’s  Coffee 
Shop  on  Ocean  Avenue  near 
Miramar.  The  family  have 
all  been  there  since  6  a.m. 
serving  breakfast,  then  lun¬ 
ch,  plus  the  snacks  in  bet¬ 
ween,  to  merchants  and 
shoppers  along  the  avenue. 

Barney  cleans  the  grill  for 
the  last  time  that  day;  his 
wife,  Hortense,  clears  the 
last  booth;  their  son,  Robert, 
hands  a  doughnut  to  the  child 
of  a  departing  customer;  the 
child  promptly  drops  it,  and 
Robert  patiently  gets  him 
another. 

Barney  limits  his  menu  to 
short-order  custom  —  that’s 
what  his  patrons  want  and 
he’s  good  at  it.  He  knows 
their  preferences,  and  he’s 
fast  in  putting  the  orders  on 
the  counter.  They  like  the 
thick,  juicy  hamburgers  he 
puts  out,  the  hot,  rich  coffee 
and  sugary  doughnuts. 

Barney  and  Hortense  Zor- 
rozua  (pronounced  Zor- 
rozua)  are  looking  forward 
to  retirement  after  nearly  a 
lifetime  in  the  restaurant 
business,  but  they  aren’t 
sure  when  that  will  be.  “We 
used  to  have  another  place 
across  the  street,  where  the 
Foam  Shop  is,”  Hortense 
reveals.  “Oh,  we  used  to 
employ  ten  people.  But  no 
more,  not  now.” 


Twenty-two  years  ago, 
before  they  moved  out  to  the 
OMl  area,  they  had  a 
restaurant  downtown  at' 
Grant  and  Sutter  across 
from  the  former  White 
House  department  store. 
“We  were  open  from  six  in 
the  morning  till  midnight, 
then,”  she  remembers.  “But 
that  was  too  much,  too 
much.” 


Despite  the  years  of  long 
hours  and  hard  work,  the 
couple  are  surprisingly 
youthful.  White-haired 
Barney,  born  in  the  Basque 
country  of  northern  Spain, 
came  to  the  United  States  in 
1923  with  his  parents.  His 
manner  with  his  customers 
is  gruffly  genial.  Hortense,  a 
native  San  Franciscan, 
radiates  ebullient  good 
health  from  a  strawberries- 
and-cream  complexion  un¬ 
marked  by  age  lines.  She 
whips  around  the  restaurant 
with  quick  efficiency. 

Their  two  children,  Robert 
and  Maria,  both  work  at  the 
cafe.  Born  in -this  district, 
they  both  attended  St. 
Emydius  School.  Robert  con¬ 
tinued  at  Riordan  High 
School  and  is  now  com¬ 
pleting  his  M.A.  in  bookkeep¬ 
ing  at  San  Francisco  State 
University.  Maria,  a 
graduate  of  Lincoln  High 
School,  has  yet  to  decide  on 
her  career. 


Like  many  other  small 
businesses,  Barney’s  has 
been  robbed  recently.  Last 
month,  thieves  broke  into  the 
back  of  the  restaurant  and 
stole  their  entire  food  supp¬ 
ly.  “We  bought  supplies  on 
Friday  —  that  Sunday  night 
they  broke  in  and  took 
everything  they  could 
carry,”  Hortense  relates. 
‘‘They  cleaned  out  the 
refrigerators  and  all  our  sup¬ 
plies,  they  took  a  color  TV 
set  I  had  just  bought  for 
Barney,  my  guitar  — 
everything.  All  they  left  was 
my  ferns  and  Barney’s  old 
jacket.” 

The  thieves  left  something 
else,  however  —  Hortense’s 
collection  of  pitchers  hang¬ 
ing  behind  the  doughnut 
counter,  small  jugs  she  has 
gathered  for  years,  many 
given  to  her  by  friends  new 
and  old  who  share  her  pen¬ 
chant  for  collecting. 

A  friend  came  in  to  discuss 
the  birthday  party  Hortense 
would  give  next  day  for  her 
dog,  Patches,  a  rotund  little 
creature  who  made  the 
round  of  customers,  greeting 
each  with  wagging  tail. 
“She’ll  be  105,”  Hortense 
joked,  “and  she  has  lots  of 
friends.  Her  daughter  Lulu 
will  be  there,  and  maybe  her 
sister  Buffy  and  her  brother 
Angus,  and  lots  of  her 
friends.”

When  she  finds  enough 
leisure,  Hortense  will  devote 
it  to  a  love  of  natural  beauty, 
she  says.  “I  love  the  things 
of  nature  —  the  sea,  the  sky, 
flowers,  especially  flowers.  I 
like  to  make  them  —  paint 
them  in  water  colors,  make 
them  from  wax,  or  silk,  or 
paper,  or  wood,  even; 
everything  except  plastic.” 

Barney  likes  sports  and 
watches  all  the  games  he  can 
on  television.  They  share  a 
love  of  music  —  Hortense 
plays  guitar.  “Or  I  did,  until 
it  was  stolen,”  she  sighed.

•  City  schools:  “The 
school  district  is  responsible 
for  a  student’s  success  in 
school.  You  encourage  the 
kid  by  making  demands  on 
him.  It  is  the  level  of  expec¬ 
tation  by  the  teacher  that 
makes  the  difference.” 

•  School  busing:  “I  don’t 
know  anybody  in  the  black 
community  that  wants  their 
children  bused  from  neigh¬ 
borhood  schools.  Most  black 
people  now  believe  that  bus¬ 
ing  has  been  counterproduc¬ 
tive.” 

•  Local  politicians:  “Any¬ 
body  who  is  a  real  politician 
never  runs  for  local  election. 
At  a  state  or  national  level 
people  are  not  so  much 
underfoot.  People  who  are  in 
local  government  are  the 
most  courageous  of  all 
people.” 

Although  he  will  continue 
as  a  full-time  professor  in 
political  science  at  City  Col- 
lege,  Poison  feels  that  he  will

also  be  able  to  be  a  full-time 
supervisor. 

“I  will  give,  as  I  did  on  the 
Board  of  Education,  more 
time  than  they  will  want  to 
see  me  at  City  Hall  —  45 
hours  a  week  minimum,”  he 
said.  “I’m  also  going  to  get 
out  into  the  community  as  I 
did  in  fhe  campaign.

The  Runner-Up 
Comments 

by  George  Fulmore 

More  than  three  weeks 
after  running  second  in  the 
race  for  District  9  super¬ 
visor,  OMI  resident  Bob  Cov¬ 
ington’s  comments  run  the 
gamut  from  bitterness  and 
disappointment  to  optimism. 

The  bitterness  surfaces  in 
his  labeling  several  other 
candidates  as  “oppor¬ 
tunists,”  and  recalling  an 
acrimonious  late-campaign 
summit  meeting  with  can¬ 
didate  Michael  Nolan.  But 
most  of  the  wrath  comes  out 
when  he  analyzes  the  Dolson 
victory. 


Robert  Covington  Won  in  the 
OMI. 

“Clearly,  racism  won 
out,”  he  said.  “Lee  Dolson 
ran  a  very  lily  white  cam¬ 
paign.  We  (the  progressive 
forces  that  supported 
district  elections  and  then 
the  Covington  candidacy) 
chose  not  to  run  a  racist 
campaign.  We  will  never  run 
a  ‘black’  candidate.” 

Surprisingly,  Covington  is 
resigned  to  the  idea  that  he 
would  have  also  lost  to 
Dolson  had  there  been  a  run¬ 
off  election.  He  believes  that 
the  bulk  of  the  “white 
liberal”  Nolan  votes  would 
have  been  transferred  to 
Dolson  rather  than  to 
himself,  a  black. 

But  he  and  his  staff  were 
also  disappointed  with  the 
total  number  of  votes  the 
candidate  received  in  the 
OMI,  which  had  to  be  the 
area  of  his  strongest  sup¬ 
port 

. . . . . . iiimimiiii . in . I's 
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“Comparing  the  voting 
pattern  with  that  of  the  ’75 
mayoral  race,  Dolson  got 
every  vote  that  Barbagelata 
got,”  he  said.  “Yet,  there 
were  1,000  Moscone  votes 
that  were  not  there  this 
time.” 

On  the  positive  side,  Cov¬ 
ington  boasted  that  his  can¬ 
didacy  received  votes  in  all 
precincts  and  won  all  but 
three  in  the  Ingleside.  He 
feels  that  he  received  the 
most  broad-based  mixture  of 
support  of  any  candidate. 
This,  he  said,  was  the  result 
of  more  than  500  volunteers 
distributing  about  180,000 
pieces  of  literature. 

“People  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  city  have  never 
had  any  political  power,”  he 
said.  “To  my  knowledge  I’m 
the  only  grassroots  person 
from  this  part  of  the  city  who 
has  ever  emerged  as  a 
positive  image  in  the  city. 
District  elections  demon¬ 
strated  the  ability  to 
generate  new  types  of 
political  leadership.” 

Now  recovered  from  being 
“totally  exhausted”  at  the 
end  of  the  campaign,  Cov¬ 
ington  will  soon  be  back  to 
work  in  a  consultant  posi¬ 
tion.  He  said  he  will  continue 
to  be  active  in  such  com¬ 
munity  activities  as  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Coali¬ 
tion,  MUNI  Coalition,  Com¬ 
munity  Congress,  and  pro¬ 
posed  senior  programs  and  a 
co-op  market  sponsored  by 
the  Federation  of  Ingleside 
Neighbors  (FIN). 

“My  role  in  the  city  will 
continue  to  be  as  it  was  in  the 
past  —  to  make  government 
accountable  to  the  people,” 
he  said,  echoing  words  he 
spoke  on  election  night  at  his 
campaign  headquarters: 
“Bob  Covington  will  never 
say  the  people  have  lost. 
Power  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
people  and  the  future 
belongs  to  the  children.”

How  Dolson  Won 

To  win  the  District  9  seat, 
Dolson  had  to  beat  11 
challengers,  including  three 
from  the  OMI.  He  won  with 
4,409  votes  (27%),  followed 
by  OMI  resident  Bob  Cov¬ 
ington  with  3,535  (22%); 
Michael  Nolan  with  2,252 
( 14% ) ,  Amancio  Ergina  with 
1,097  (6%),  and  the  nine 
other  candidates  who  collec¬ 
tively  tallied  3,696  of  the 
16,006  total  votes  cast. 

In  simple  terms  Dolson 
won  because  he  was  able  to, 
dominate  all  other  can-1 
didates  in  the  Mt.  Davidson, 
Miraloma  Park,  Diamond1 
Heights  areas  (he  received 
more  than  50%  of  the  vote 
there),  while  also  doing  well1 
in  Bernal  Heights  and  the| 
OMI.  Runner-up  Covington 
handily  won  in  the  OMI,  but 
led  Dolson  only  slightly  in 
Bernal  Heights  and  received 
less  than  ten  percent  of  the| 
vote  in  the  Mt.  Davidson, 
Miraloma  Park,  Diamond^ 
Heights  areas.  Nolan  won  in 
Bernal  Heights,  but  was  not 
consistantly  strong  in  any 
other  area. 

In  the  86  District  9  pre¬ 
cincts,  Dolson  won  or  tied  for 
the  lead  in  41,  while  Cov¬ 
ington  did  so  in  32  and  Nolan 
in  17.  Dolson  received  more 
than  100  votes  in  eight  pre¬ 
cincts;  Covington  did  so  in 
only  two.

A  new  kind  of  genetic  research,  Recombinant  DNA,  is  ex¬ 
citing  and  alarming  scientists,  legislators  and,  increasingly, 
the  public.  It  hints  at  new  creations  through  gene-splicing 
techniques  with  potentials  for  both  good  and  evil. 

So  that  the  public  may  know,  San  Francisco  State  Universi¬ 
ty  is  presenting  a  free  public  educational  forum,  "The 
Recombinant  DNA  Controversy:  Public  Policy  at  the  Fron¬ 
tier  of  Knowledge,”  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  December  2 
and  3,  in  the  McKenna  Theater,  located  in  the  Creative  Arts 
building  off  Holloway  near  19th  Avenue. 

The  opening  session  on  Friday  (Dec.  2)  is  at  8  p.m.  with  an 
informal  background  session  designed  for  the  general  public 
conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  McGuckin,  professor  of  Speech  Com¬ 
munications.

For  many,  the  term  West 
Bay  Health  Systems  Agency 
(WBHSA)  is  an  unfamiliar 
one.  Few  recognize  the  name 
and  fewer  still  know  what 
the  agency  does,  and  how  it 
will  affect  them.  I  use  the 
word  “will”  instead  of  “can” 
because  health  care  is 
something  that  touches  all  of 
us  either  directly  or  indirect¬ 
ly  through  our  tax  dollars 
which  are  used  to  purchase 
health  care  services. 

Health  systems  agencies 
were  created  nationally  by 
the  National  Health  Plan¬ 
ning  and  Resources  Develop¬ 
ment  Act  of  1974  (commonly 
known  as  P.L.  93-641).  This 
law  served  to  combine 
health  planning  and 
regulatory  functions  under 
one  umbrella.  Thus,  the 
West  Bay  H.S.A.  was 
organized  as  a  voluntary 
non-profit  corporation 
designated  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  to 
plan,  review  and  develop 
health  care  services  in 
Marin,  San  Francisco  and 
San  Mateo  counties. 

The  importance  of  the 
West  Bay  H.S.A.  is  that  the 
12w  provides  for  local 
community-based  health 
planning  and  for  governance 
by  a  consumer  majority 
board.  This  means  that  you 
can  have  input  into  the  agen¬ 
cy  at  many  levels. 


The  OMI  area  is  woefully 
lacking  in  health  care 
facilities.  The  Federation  of 
Ingleside  Neighbors  is  con¬ 
ducting  a  District  9  Health 
survey. 

A  preliminary  review  of 
the  responses  indicate  that 
90%  of  the  respondents  felt 
there  was  a  need  for  a  com¬ 
munity  health  care  clinic  in 
this  area.  Many  expressed 
that  health  education  and 
dental  clinic  were  the  two 
services  most  needed  in  the 
district.  Presently,  the  OMI 
residents  who  live  between 
19th  Ave.,  the  freeway  and 
Ocean  Ave.  are  part  of 
District  3  Health  Center.  The 
location  of  the  center  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  either  inconve¬ 
niently  placed  or  inaccessi¬ 
ble  to  many  residents  of 
District  9.  Two  OMICA 
members,  Bill  Dunn  and 
myself,  are  governing  body 
members  of  the  West  Bay 
H.S.A.  but  we  need  your  in¬ 
volvement. 

If  you  are  concerned  about 
quality  health  care,  I  urge 
you  to  get  involved  by  letting 
your  comments  be  known.

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HOUSING  UPDATE 


By  Bronwyn  Belling  t  HCI 

Frank  Patitucci,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  California  Hous¬ 
ing  Finance  Agency  (CHFA) 
in  Sacramento,  toured  the 
designated  Ingleside  rehab 
loan  area  and  met  with  OMI- 
CA  President,  Roy  Jackson, 
on  November  16. 

Also  present  at  the  OMI- 
CA  office  meeting  were  Dan 
Waldman  and  Jim  Billbury, 
representing  Assembly 
Speaker  Leo  McCarthy,  Tom 
Harrison  from  the  CHFA, 
Les  Coplan  of  the  Federal 
Home  Loan  Bank,  Harry 
Brunett  of  the  Urban 
Reinvestment  Task  Force  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  Veronica 
Hunnicutt  and  George 
Fulmore,  OMI-CA  Board 
Members,  and  Don  Ralya  of 
HCI. 

Loan  funds,  which  will 
allow  below  market  interest 
rate  loans  to  low  and 
moderate  income  families, 
are  expected  to  be  available 
by  mid-December.  This  will 
permit  homeowners  to 
refinance  their  first  mor¬ 
tgages  and  include  needed 
improvements  in  the  loan. 
Income  limits  for  program 
participation  are  graduated 
depending  on  family  size. 


The  bond  sale,  which  will 
pay  for  reduced  interest 
rates,  is  planned  for 
December  6th.  Shortly 
thereafter,  the  State  will 
award  a  contract  to  one  or 
two  private  lenders  who  will 
process  the  loans  after 
preliminary  screening  by 
HCI.  Smaller  home  improve¬ 
ment  loans  (second  mor¬ 
tgages)  will  be  available 
after  January. 

Over  40  homeowners  in  the 
Ingleside  target  area 
(bounded  by  Lakeview, 
Ashton,  Ocean  and  Lee) 
have  already  been  inter¬ 
viewed  by  HCI  Ingleside 
Coordinator  Veronica  Hun¬ 
nicutt.  30  of  these  have 
already,  had  free  HCI 
building  inspections  and  are 
awaiting  the  release  of  final 
income  limits  to  see  if  they 
qualify  for  the  loans,  and 
then  for  the  actual  funds  to 
do  the  work.  All  services  will 
be  provided  on  a  first-come 
first-served  basis  upon  re¬ 
quest  to  the  HCI  office  at 
586-8000. 

A  general  HCI  information 
session  will  be  held  on  Thurs¬ 
day  evening,  December  1st 
in  the  OMI  office  at  7:00.

Couples  danced  under  the  crystal  chandelier,  the  candle 
light  reflecting  on  gowns  strewn  with  ten-thousand  bugle 
beads;  the  jeweled  studs  on  the  starched  fronts  of  the 
gentlemen’s  tuxedos  glowed  softly  as  they  circled  the  dance 
floor.  It  was  Christmas,  1905,  at  the  San  Francisco  Golf  Club. 

The  dances  were  waltzes,  tangos  and  perhaps  a  few  two- 
steps  for  the  younger,  more  agile  of  the  group.  Parties  at  the 
San  Francisco  Golf  Club  were  sedate,  formal  and  very,  very 
refined.  _ 

This  was  the  first  Christmas  in  the  new  clubhouse,  built 
soon  after  the  group  acquired  the  land  on  the  old  Rancho 
Laguna  de  la  Merced  for  their  18  hole  course.  The  club  was 
built  across  Junipero  Serra  Blvd.  on  a  rise  that  gave  them  a 
sweeping  view  of  Lake  Merced  and  on  down  to  the  beach. 

This  group  of  Englishmen  had  first  banded  together  in  1895 
to  pursue  their  mutual  interest  in  golf,  a  virtually  unknown 
sport  in  America.  The  first  course  was  nine  holes  on  the 
Presidio  but  they  were  not  too  subtly  discouraged  by  a  golf- 
hating  cavalry  officer  who  insisted  on  practicing  his  training 
maneuvers  over  the  course. 

At  the  new  site,  a  shingled,  two-storied  rambling  building 
with  a  circular  drive  was  built  where  the  Plazuela  Court  is 
now.  It  survived  the  earthquake  without  serious  damage  but 
succumbed  to  fire  in  the  early  1920s. 

Mrs.  Blackley,  whose  home  was  next  to  the  clubhouse, 
recalls  the  day  it  burned.  She  and  her  small  son  were  sunning 
themselves  on  their  terrace  when  they  noticed  the  roof  of  the 
clubhouse  ablaze.  Thinking  that  members  might  not  be 
aware  of  the  situation,  she  and  her  son  ran  over  to  check.  On 
walking  in  the  front  door  she  was  surprised  to  find  the 
clubhouse  filled  with  ladies  calmly  playing  cards.  She,  being 
a  lady  to  the  core,  couldn’t  bring  herself  to  create  a  scene,  so 
she  quietly  tiptoed  to  the  manager’s  office  and  asked  “Par¬ 
don  me,  but  are  you  aware  that  your  roof  is  on  fire?”.  The 
building  was  quickly  vacated  and  the  fire  department  called, 
but  the  clubhouse  was  heavily  damaged  and  closed. 

The  San  Francisco  Golf  Club  soon  moved  down  Junipero 
Serra  Blvd.  near  Brotherhood  Way  where  gentlemen  still 
quietly  pursue  the  game  of  golf  and,  with  their  wives,  attend 
lovely,  refined  dinner  dances  still  reflecting  the  English  gen¬ 
tility  of  a  bygone  era.
